a kfron* Imperial Edict Orders the 

Immediate (•■pprrakion of the 
Boser a Interveptlon in Some 
Form la Ne«e**ar>. 

Shanghai. June 7. — In consequence 
of the representations of Japan the 
landing of a large Russian force at 
Taku is alleged to have been stopped. 
It is believed here that should Rus- 
sia persist in sending a preponderat- 
ing military force to the front a col- 
lision with Japan will inevitably re- 
sult. 

Alarming reports are current here 
of the hurried completion of the mob- 
ilization of the Japanese fleet. 

The Boxers and Chinese regular 
troops have fought a pitched battle 
near I’ekin. Many were killed on 
both sides. There are no further par- 
lie* lars. 

Violent dissensions regarding the 
treatment of the Boxers are report- 
ed to exist between Generalissimo 
Quoug Lu and Prince Thing Tun. The 
latter is following tlie dictates of the 
dowager empress, and is stoutly sup- 
porting the Boxers. 

Hundreds of isolated missionaries 
are apparently being alianrioned to 
the mercies of Chinese mobs. 

The body of the missionary Xor- 
tnan, who was killed by the Boxers, 
has been recovered. It had been hor- 
ribly mutilated. 

London, June 7. — The Central News 
learns that the French, Japanese, 
American and Russian warships at 
Taku have landed more troops. 

The situation in Chiai continues 
to assume a most serious aspect. 
From reports it appears that the Box- 
ers are closing in on Pekin, and that 
the lives, not only of Americans, but 
of all foreign residents, are in danger. 

That actual warfare has broken out 
is certain. Adm. Kempff. who is in 
command of the Newark at Taku, ca- 
bled Tuesday to the secretary of the 
»avv: 

“Engagement has commenced. 
Have landed force of 50 more sea- 
men, battalion of marines.*’ 

The full text of Rr. Adm. Kempff* s 
message was not made public. It is 
understood on the very best authority 
that he has cabled Rr. Adm. Remey at 
Manila to send him more marines and 
another gunboat. Adm. Remey has 
full authority to take whatever action 
necessary in case of emergency and 
to act on his own discretion. 

The gravest fears are felt, not only 
for the American missionaries who 
are left in the interior, but also for 
American and other foreign residents 
in Pekin. It seems certain that the 
Boxers are endeavoring to close in on 
the city, and that they are meeting 
with but weak resistance from the 
imperial forces. Should they capture 
the city it is not believed that the 
life of any foreigner would be spared. 

The secretary of state Wednesday 
cabled to Minister Conger at Pekin 
to co-operate with Rr. Adm. Kempff, 
who is at Taku. to protect the Amer- 
ican legation and American residents. 
•Similar orders were sent at the same 
time by Secretary of the Navy Long 
to Rr. Adm. Kempff. He was assured 
that he would be supplied by what- 
ever force might be necessary to han- 
dle the situation. 

It is feared at the navy department 
that the force of marines on the 
Newark, now at Taku. may not be 
strong enough to repel an attack 
of the Boxers and Rr. Adm. Remey 
has been ordered to send more ma- 
rines to the Chinese coast. 

Pekin, June 7. — The situation is 
growing steadily worse. Events move 
with much rapidity, and affairs, ow- 
ing to the excitement of the natives, 
are bo critical that the foreign min- 
isters hold frequent meetings. They 
feel the need of a free hand for ener- 
getic action, without perpetual refer- 
ence to the home governments. 

Sir Claude MacDonald, the British 
minister, is wiring for 75 more ma- 
rines. 

Native employes who have returned 
from Feng Tai say they left the Box- 
ers openly drilling in the adjacent vil- 
lage. 

A strong imperial edict just issued 
censures the “cowardliness of the im- 
perial troops” and orders the viceroy 
of Pe Chi Li and Gen. Jung Lu imme- 
diately to suppress the Boxers. 

The foreign ministers discussed the 
meeting of a special audience of the 
empress dowager, but no decision was 
reached. 

London, June 7. — Affairs in China 
are gradually working up a crisis of 
the first magnitude. It is generally 
understood that intervention in some 
form is necessary. 

A special from Shanghai says the 
members cf the majority of the lega- 
tions at Pekin, including the mem- 
bers of the British legation, are send- 
ing their families away. It is also 
said that several prominent C’binese 
residents are leaving the city. 

The total damage done to the Chi- 
nese railroad by the Boxers is now es- 
timated at $5,000,000.

FIGHTING THE FILIPINOS. 

Two More Kn^aitnncutii Have He- 
re a I ly Taken Place In the 
Philippines. 

Manila. June 6. — Maj. Johnson, 
with two companies of the 29th in- 
fantry and 23 men of the 18th infant- 
ry, sailed from Romblon to the neiglf 
boring island of Tablas, where the} 
disembarked simultaneously in foui 
columns, converging upon a central 
point. The Americans encountered 
about 60 rebels, who retreated, anil 
they captured 40, including all the of- 
ficers, together with 10,000 rounds of 
ammunition and 24 rifles. Forty men 
of the 29th regiment, with a lieuten- 
ant, were left as a garrison, the oth- 
ers returning to Romblon. 

Company E of the 33th regiment 
anil Company G of the 4th regiment 
encountered 50 insurgents behind 
stone trenches in the high mountains 
near Nor/agaray, province of Rubi- 
con. There was persistent fighting, 
and several Americans were wounded. 
Finally Company G by a flamming 
movement carried the trenches. 
Trumpeter Speaker, of Company G. 
has been commended for “determined 
bravery*’ by Gen. I’unston. 

Troop G of the 4th cavalry. Compa- 
ny C of the 34th regiment and Com- 
pany A of the 22d regiment are pur- 
suing the captors of Charles IX Rob- 
erts, who was taken by the Filipinos 
while scouting near San Miguel <h 
Mayumo, May 29. It is reported that 
the Filipinos have separated among 
the trackless forests. 

Forty rifle3, with artillery and a 
considerable quantity of ammunition, 
have been captured by the Americans 
in The mountains back of Dunaluai- 
han. Three Filipinos were also takyn. 

American scouts have destroyed 
the camp of Gen. Mascardo. 

The natives report that Mascardo, 
with 200 men and 500 rifles, will sur- 
render if given assurances that they 
will not be imprisoned. 

While scouting in the vicinity of 
Santo Tomas, province of Neiva Ecija, 
two Americans were wounded. 

An investigation into the cause of 
the burning of Candaba has been or- 
dered. It is alleged to have been done 
by drunken sailors. 

Several local commercial houses re- 
cently received anonymous warnings 
that the Filipino crews of their coast- 
wise steamers intended to kill the 
white officials whenever a favorable 
opportunity arose. Consequently the 
steamers are now running with armed 
European guards. 

The members of the civil commis- 
sion are now selecting offices and 
places of residence. 

STATUE CAN’T TRAVEL. 

Bronxe I.lki'iirvi of Thomas Jeffer- 
son Too Biff for Tunnel* on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Louisville, Kv., June 6. — The statue 
of Thomas Jefferson, which was pre- 
sented tc the city by I. W. and B. 
Bernheim, arrived in New York last 
week from Bremen, but an unexpect- 
ed contingency has arisen, which will 
prevent its arrival in this city for a 
week or ten days. The Pennsylvania 
road agreed to ship the monument 
here, but it was found that the tun- 
nels en route are not large enough 
to admit of its passage through 
them. 

The monument consists of the 
bronze embodiment of Thomas Jef- 
ferson. fifteen feet high, a reproduc- 
tion of the liberty bell fourteen feet 
in height and four life-size figures 
symbolizing liberty, religion, toler- 
ance and prosperity. It is intended 
to send the monument by way of Buf- 
falo.

WAR IN NORTH AFRICA. 

Thousand* of Moors Arc Ma**ine at 
Fliral*. Preparatory to an 
Attack on the French. 

London, June 6. — Special dispatches 
received from Algiers portray a scri- 
ms situation. Thousands of Moors 
ire massing at Figuig and in the 
ueighborhood, preparing for a deter- 
mined attack upon the advance posts 
of the French. 

The French columns have joined 
hands at Zoubia, but the men suffer 
terribly from heat and thirst, and 
hundreds of camels died. 

The French are preparing entrench- 
ments and are confident of their abil- 
ity to repel an attack and even to take 
the offensive against Figuig, if neces-

“Pretoria, June 5. — The occupation 
of the town passed off most satis- 
factorily and the British flag is now 
hoisted on top of the government 
buildings. The troops met with a 
much more enthusiastic reception 
than I anticipated. The 3d battalion 
of the Grenadier Guards lined the 
square when the mareh past took 
place.

London, June 7. — A specif dispat ill 
from I.oiircnzo Mai cues, dated Tues- 
day, June 5, says: 

“Gen. Buller and Christian Botha 
met at Laings Nek at Buller’s re- 
quest, when a three days’ armistice 
was agreed upon.” 

The dispatch adds that the British 
ha\e evacuated Utrecht. 

London. June 7. — Military opera- 
tions in South Africa are apparently 
at a standstill. For a day or two the 
tired troops of Lord Roberts are rest- 
ing, and he is filling the magazines 
and warehouses at his new base, Pre- 
toria, preparatory to a long chase 
after the retiring Boers in the direc- 
tion of Lydenburg. His cavalry are 
probably seeking to intercept Com- 
mandant (Jen. Botha. 

Some dispatches are to hand which 
left Pretoria Monday while the fight- 
ing was going on outside the city. 
They come by way of Lourenco Mar- 
ques. One of them says: “Toward 

the end of the day, when the British 
naval guns were shelling the south- 
ern forts, a number of projectiles 
burst, damaging the suburbs. All day 
armed burghers have been leaving 
Pretoria, going east. The greater 
part of the railway rolling stock has 
been removed. 

“Gen. Botha was fighting an essen- 
tially rear guard action, his object 
l>eing not to defend Pretoria, but to 
delay Lord Roberts until the railway 
switch had been cleared and the main 
part of the Boer army had started to 
withdraw. The British advance ap- 
pears to have left open to the Boers 
the best line of retreat along the rail- 
way.” 

The Boers used both heavy and light 
artillery at Pretoria. What is sup-^ 
posed to have been the last train out 
of Pretoria arrived at Lourenco Mar- 
ques Sunday evening. The passen- 
gers included a number of foreign 
volunteers who were leaving the 
Boers, and also the wives and chil- 
dren of Hollanders. They described 
Pretoria as destitute of food and 
clothing. What the Boer officials 
could not take the natives and towns- 
people did. 

Probably the most important Boer 
army is at I>aing*s Nek, where both 
sides are passive. Gen. Runille and 
Gen. Brabant have withdrawn a little 
southward. 

Gen. Baden-Powell has extended 
martial law to the Marico and North 
Lichtenberg districts. Shots were ex- 
changed between Boer and British 
patrols 18 miles east of Mafeking on 
May 28. Part of the forces lately at 
Pretoria are reported to have gone 
westward to meet Baden-Powell and 
to make a show of holding the coun- 
try through which he and Gen. 
Huber are moving. 

MYSTERIOUS PACKAGE. 

It I* in the Pont Office at Mancie, 
Ind., and Addre**ed to Chat. 

F. W. Neely. 

Muncie, Ind., June 7. — There is a 
mysterious package in the post office 
here that the go\ eminent officers are 
trying to get possession of. It is ad- 
dressed to Chas. F. W. Neely, care of 
L T nion National bank, Muncie, and 
bears the postmark of San Jose, Costa 
Rica. The parcel reached Muncie sev- 
eral days ago. The government offi- 
cers are not sure as to the contents 
of the parcel. They think it may con- 
tain Cuban postage stamps, or it may 
have some of Neely's money in it. 
May be both of these guesses are 
wrong, and the package may have 
nothing in it of value to the govern- 
ment. But an effort to get possession 
of it and learn what it contains was 
begun bv Assistant District Attorney 
LaFollette, at Indianapolis, as soon as 
he heard of the package. 

Mr. LaFollette filed affidavit with 
the clerk of the United States court 
at Indianapolis, giving information of 
the parcel, and asked that a summons 
in garnishment be served on David 
Commack. postmaster at Muncie, re- 
quiring him to appear and give what 
information on the subject he may 
possess. 

Barred From l*e of Mail*. 

Washington, June 7. — The postmas- 
ter general has issued orders barring 
from the use of the mails the Credit 
(Jeneral du Canada, of Montreal, and 
the Credit d'Epargne, of Paris. 
France. It is alleged that both con- 
cerns are conducting lotteries.

NEGRO NATIONAL PARTY.

Idk Derided to Nominate a Pres- 
idential Ticket. 

Philadelphia, June 7. — The first 
rteps looking to the organization of 
t national Negro party have been 
token in this city. Prominent Ne- 
groes — bishops, ministers, editors 
ind lawyers — at a meeting, decide to 
Race a presidential ticket in the field, 
with Negro candidates. The plan is 
:o organize the party in every state 
jf the union and nominate candidates 
’or state and congressional offices. 

An executive committee has been 
ippointed to draw up a call for a 
convention and see to the distribu- 
tion of circulars outlining the rea- 
sons for the formation of a national 
Negro party. 

Bishop Levi J. Cappin. the newly 
elected head of the A. M. E. church 
in this district, presided at the meet- 
ing. 

The names mentioned for president 
were ex-Judge E. J. Walker, of Bos- 
ton. with P. B. S. Pinchback, ex-lieu- 
tenant governor of Louisiana, as run- 
ning mate; Bishop W. B. Derrick, of 
New York, with Prof. Du Boise as run- 
ning mate; Bishop Grant, of Illinois, 
svith Rev. Dr. J. P. Sampson as vice 
president; Bishop Turner, with Book- 
er T. Washington, of Alabama, as vice 
president, and Bishop Walters, with 
T. T. Allain, of Louisville, as vice 
president. 

WHEELER TO BE RETIRED. 

It Will Cnn*e a Vacancy in the 
Grade of Brigadier General* 
for an Army Officer. 

Washington, June 7. — It is said at 
the war department that Gen. Wheel- 
er will be given no military assign- 
ment under his commission as briga- 
dier general of regulars, but that he 
will be placed on the retired list for 
age within the next few days. This 
plsm of action, it is said, is in accord- 
ance with an understanding reached 
between the president and Gen. 
Wheeler. 

The retirement of Gen. Wheeler 
will create a vacancy in the grade of 
brigadier general, which will be per- 
manently filled by the appointment 
of one of the officers of the army who 
particularly distinguished himself in 
action in Cuba, Porto Rico or the 
Philippines. Gens. Davis, Chaffee, 
Hughes, Wheaton, Bates and Schwan, 
all of whom have rendered conspicu- 
ous service, are mentioned for prefer- 
ment. They are alj colonels in the 
regular army and brigadier generals 
of volunteers. There is an impression 
that Gen. Davis, military governor of 
Porto Rico, stands the best chance of 
securing the star. 

PREPARING FOR A VOYAGE- 

TJie Rnttlewhlp* MuNnachanett* and 
the Indiana to Be Sent Oat on 
u Secret Mi**ion. 

Philadelphia, June 7. — Under orders 
from the navy department the battle- 
ships Massachusetts and Indiana, at 
the League Island navy yards, are be- 
ing prepared for sea. The orders 
give no clew as to what service the 
vessels may be called into, the notice 
to Commandant Casey being simply 
to get the ships ready and dispatch 
them as soon as possible to Hampton 
roads, where they are to await fur- 
ther orders. 

The warships were Wednesday 
morning piloted out of the reserve 
basin around to the Delaware river 
front, where preparations for depart- 
ure were finished. Hoth vessels were 
practically ready to go to sea when 
orders came, having been thoroughly 
overhauled at. the Brooklyn navy 
yard before their arrival here. 

The two vessels are loaded with 
enough coal to make a trip across 
the Atlantic, and they contain large 
supplies of ammunition. There are 
120 men in the reserve crew of each 
ship.

Storm DitniHK*-M in France. 

Paris, June 7. — Heavy thunder 
storms in the central part of France 
have caused serious damage to crops 
and live stock. There have been sev- 
eral deaths from lightning, and large 
tracts of country around Thiers are 
inundated. Seven persons have been 
drowned, traffic on the railroad has 
been interrupted and 1,000,000 francs 
damage has been done at Thiers it- 
self. 

Indiana Democrat* Nomination. 

Indianapolis, Inil., June 7. — The In- 
diana state convention Wednesday 
nominated John W. Kern forGovernor 
on the first ballot. The platform re- 
affirms the principles of the Chicago 
platform of 1896, and indorses the 
candidacy of William J. Bryan for 
president of the United States. John 
C. Lawler received the nomination for 
lieutenant governor. 

Thirteen Day* of Fiishtinj?. 

Caracas, Venezuela, June 7. — A dis- 
patch from Cncuta, department of 
Santander. Venezuela, says that after 
13 days of fighting the Colombian 
revolutionists have routed the gov- 
ernment forces near Bucaramanga, 
capturing a number of prisoners, in- 
cluding Gen. Pensolana. 

Chicnuo Platform Endorsed. 

Bangor, Me., June 7. — The demo- 
crats of the Fourth congressional 
district chose David T. Sander, of 
Greenfield, delegate at large to the 
national convention, and passed reso- 
lutions endorsing Bryan and the 
Chicago platform. 

Three Men Killed by a Train. 

New \ ork, June 7. — Three men were 
killed by being run over by a pas- 
senger train on the Long Island rail- 
. road Wednesday near Laurel Hill, L. 
I. The men were walking on the 
track when struck.

Prominent St. Louis Citizens Make 
an Appeal to Gov. Stevens. 



Assault* on Inoffen*ive Pa«*enaera 
Continue, and Several Per*on* 
Were Brutaii) Beaten — Farm- 
er Taken for an Employe. 

St. Louis, June 5. — The citizen 
members of the posse comitntus had 
their first experience with active 
service Monday, when several com- 
panies were armed and assigned for 
guard duty at the Park avenue. East- 
ern avenue and Southern eleciric 
power houses of the Transit com- 
pany. While on guard duty the mem- 
bers cf the sheriff* s posse will be 
subject to strict military discipline 

All but two or three of the di- 
visions of the t ransit company’s sys- 
tem are operating-cars Monday. The 
interference with passengers in some 
sections of the city by strike sympa- 
thizers is becoming serious. Pas- 
sengers alighting from cars along 
South Broadway have been repeatedly 
assaulted with sticks, stones and 
fists. Several women have been bru- 
tally lteaten and their clothing al- 
most torn off. In every instance the 
police have rescued the victims. 

St. Louis, June 5. — Theodore Mc- 
Corner, of Milwaukee, employed by 
the Transit Co. as line repairer, was 
shot while repairing wires. Wound 
not serious. 

Last night the accidental discharge 
of a gun in the hands of John A. Ger- 
nez, a member of the posse comitatus 
on guard at the power house of the 
Transit Co. at Broadway and Gascon- 
ade streets. Wade Sargent, a non- 
union man, was shot -~i the ankle. 
His condition is serious and amputa- 
tion will have to he resorted to. Sar- 
gent’s home is in Medina, O. 

St. Louis. June 6. — The strike as- 
sumed such a serious phase that 50 
prominent citizens united in a tele- 
gram to Gov. Stevens askirf* him to 
call out the militia for the protection 
of life and property. 

Negotiations between the strikers 
and the St. Louis Transit Co. looking 
to a settlement of the strike are off 
for the present, and probably will not 
be resumed until the strikers agree 
not. to demand the discharge of The 
men now in the employ of the com- 
pany, in order that they may regain 
the positions they gave up when the 
strike was declared. Attorney Leh- 
mann, for the Transit Co., stated 
plainly that every man now in the 
service of the company must be re- 
tained in the place assigned him, and 
until this is assented to by the stri- 
kers negotiations as to other matters 
are useless. 

From a rioting standpoint the day 
was practically uneventful. Assaults 
on inoffensive passengers continue. 
Wm. A. Sanders and Wm. Deneke 
were brutally beaten by a crowd lie- 
cause they rode on a Transit Co. car. 

John KrenhalL a farmer, was taken 
to the city hospital suffering from a 
number of severe scalp wounds and 
internal injuries. Krenhall’s story 
leads to the lielief that the assault 
upon him was committed by strike 
sympathizers who imagined him an 
employe of the Transit Co. 

St. Louis, June 7. — On account of 
the absence from the city of ex-Gov. 
Stone, attorney for the st rising em- 
ployes, negotiations with the compa- 
ny looking to a settlement of the 
strike were not resumed. Chairman 
Edwards, of the strikers’ grievance 
committee, said that nothing will be 
done toward effecting a settlement of 
the differences in dispute until Mr. 
Stone returns. 

Thirty-one affidavits in support of 
the application for a permanent fed- 
eral injunction, restraining strikers 
and others from interfering with the 
running of mail cars in the city of St. 
'Louis, were filed with the clerk of the 
United States circuit court. 

TRADE WITH PORTO RICO. 

Total Value of Merctiandlne Import- 
ed Into the Island in Seven 
Month* Wo fejne,ii9. 

Washington, June 7. — -The war .de- 
partment Wednesday made public a 
summary of the regular bulletin of 
the division of customs and insular 
affairs concerning the trade of Porto 
Rico for the se\en months ended Jan- 
uary 31, 1900. The total value of 
merchandise imported into the island 
during this period was $6,219,119. 

Merchandise to the value of $1,731,- 
046 was admitted free of duty. The 
total amount of import duty was 
$691,678. 

During the above period, goods to 
the amount of $2,692,069 were export- 
ed from the island, upon which was 
collected export duty to the amount 
of $357. 

Three Block* Wiped Oat. 

Susanville, Cal., June 7. — Three 
blocks of buildings in the business 
section of this place were swept by 
fire, only two stone buildings escap- 
ing destruction. There were no fa- 
cilities for fighting the flames, which 
spread with great rapidity. The total 
loss is not known. 

Price of Food Do a hied. 

Ran Francisco, June 7. — Owing to 
the quarantine, the prices of all kinds 
of food have nearly doubled in China- 
town. The available supply of rice, 
it is said, has been cornered by a few 
Chinese merchants. No new cases of 
the plague has been reported.

— In the legis- 
lature Representative Wilbery intro- 
duced a bill making it a crime pun- 
ishable with imprisonment for a cir- 
cus or theatrical company to make 
I false representation in advertising.

He 
consumes about a pounti of coffee a 
day. and if deprived of the beverage 
his nerves are gone completely. He 
was two weeks in a hospital in New 
York last winter and nearly died for 
lack of his narcotic drinA. 

It is not. like alcohol, a stimulant, 
tmt more like opinm in it« effect, al- 
though it produces a result- unlike 
ether or rather like a combination of 
both. He attributed his condition the 
other day to the fact that his stomach 
had been upset, and he bad eateD 
nothing practically for two days, and 
hi* tipple took hold of him more than 
ordinarily it would. He says that only 
cnee or twice has he got in this con- 
dition, and that generally he only 
feels calm and happy. He originated 
his wav of preparing the beverage and 
never knew of anyone else who used 
the same method. The captain con- 
cluded to let the Brazilian go. 

“He could hardly be called a drunk.” 
he remarked, “but he is a new one on 
me, and I hope he won’t teoch any 
Boston people to use his Brazilian cof- 
fee dope.

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BUSINESS DEAD IN DAWSON. . . TZ 



Great Part of the Population of the 
Alazhan City Prepares to 
Go to Some. 

Private advices from Dawson City 
dated April 15 report a great lack of 
business activity. The Sunday clos- 
ing act, together with unfavorable 
weather, have nearly killed business. 
The temperature was then 60 degrees 
above zero and the weather had been 
nearly as warm for three weeks, mak- 
ing it next to impossible to use trails 
to the mines. A heavy rain on April 
10 left the country bare of snow and 
in consequence everything now has 
to be hauled on wagons, which are 
few in number. One last week sold 
for $1,000, but the ruling price is $600. 

Within the last ten weeks 500 
horses have reached Dawson, all draw- 
ing heavily-loaded sleighs of every- 
thing imaginable. Teams that sold 
for $800 a short while back 
can now be purchased there cheaper 
than in the staft.es. Fresh eggs, which 
were three dollars a dozen, will not 
bring half of that price. Bicycles, 
which formerly sold at from $150 to 
?300 apiece, can hardly be given away, 
there being no trails to ride on. 

There is an abundance of idle labor 
In Dawson, as the men have just 
stopped digging and have not begun 
to sluice. Two-thirds of the popula- 
tion will probably go down the river 
to Nome as soon as navigation opens. 
Steamers with a capacity of 2,000 pas- 
sengers are tied up there and the 
transportation is already sold out. 
The clean-up in Dawson will be large 
this year.

Children at Home In the 
Evening. 

The Twentieth Century club, the 
most influential woman’s organization 
in Oshkosh, is determined that there 
shall be a curfew law in active opera- 
tion in that city this summer. At its 
annual meeting it decided to draw such 
an ordinance and present it to the 
common council. 

In its resolutions the club avers that 
It is “the province and duty of women 
to take such action in public affairs as 
may be for the best interests of moral- 
ity and good citizenship,” and that 
“evil influences and consequent detri- 
ment to pure morals must necessarily 
result to children who are permitted 
to play about the streets during long 
evenings.” 

That the club will succeed in obtain- 
ing the passage of such a measure is 
not at all improbable, as its member- 
ship includes all the leading women of 
the city, and it is uniformly successful 
in getting what it wants from the 
council. 

PHYSICIANS IN GERMANY. 

A* Iaerexne of Over Fifty Per Cent. 

Soled In the Last Thirty 
Year*. 

Reports to the state department 
•how a remarkable increase of prac- 
ticing physicians in the German em- 
pire during the last 13 years from 
15.824 to 21.725. or 56.25 4 pcr cent. Dur- 
ing the same period the population has 
jnly increased 14 per cent. In Prussia, 
of 1,620 military and marine physicians, 
only 31 out of every 100 now become 
general practitioners. Formerly 57 
out of every 100 left the service and en- 
tered general practice, demonstrating 
that the ranks of the general practi- 
tioners of medicine are becoming more 
and more crowded. There are 12.099 
practicing dentists In the German em- 
pire. American dentists, or German 
dentists who have received the educa- 
tion in the United States, command the 
best fees and are held in the highest 
repute.
